The Rank Was Conferred Upon David 
G. Farragut In 1866. 

The first officer of the United States 

navy to hold the rank of admiral was 

David G. Farragut, who was elevated 





to that position on July 25, 1866, as a | 


reward for his great services in the 


war tbat had recently ended. Prior to | 
the contlict between the states the | 
highest rank in the United States na- | 


val service was that of commodore. 

In 1862 congress conferred upon Far- 
Tagut the rank of rear admiral, in 
1864 that of vice admiral, and in 1806 
he was made a full Sedged admiral. 
Farragut, died in 1870, und the title of 
admiral was then couferred upon De- 
vid D. Porter, who held that rank un- 
til his death, in 1891. 

Congress then abolished the title of 
admiral, and the grade of rear admiral 
remained the highest in Uncle Sam's 


naval service unti] 1899, when that of | 


admiral was revived and conferred on 
George Dewey. 

In that year the old title of commo- 
dore was abolished, and the holders 
were advanced to the grade of rear 
admiral.—New York World.
